It's been a tragic summer for the 
Powers family of Butters Row 

A Tuesday night hit and rin. acci- 
dent, in which John E. Powers, was 
injured, was the latest in a series of 
casualties which has beset that fami- 
ly. 

Powers, 68, is the grandfather of the 
late Stephen R. Manuel who died after 
being struck by a car on June 24, while 
riding his bicycle near the Town Park 

Powers was walking home from the 
nearby Colonial Mall Shopping Center 
when the accident occured on Main 
Street at approximately 9 p.m. He

was taken to the Choate Hospital in 
Woburn, suffering {rom multiple 
lacerations and abrasions. 

A package of ice cream treats he 
was taking home to his family lay dis- 
carded alongside the road where he 
was hit among fragments of broken 
glass and bloodied pieces of clothing. 

Police have apprehended a Billerica 
contractor in connection with the ac- 
cident, and will be pressing charges. 
The contractor, whose name was not 
known at presstime, was traveling 
north on Route 38 when he allegedly 
struck Powers with the passenger 
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nabbed 


side of his company truck. 

Witnesses provided police with an 
accurate description of the vehicle 
and a registration number 
Investigating were Officers David 
McCue and Robert Spencer and 
Sergeant Bernie Nally 

Only last week, another family 
member, 13-year-old Ann Powers, 
received minor injuries when her 
bicycle collided with a car driven by 
Marcia Romanowski of Sherburn 
Place at the Demoulas Shopping 
Plaza in Wilmington. 


Police officer injured 


A Wilmington special police officer 
remains in serious condition at Mass. 
General Hospital after an automobile 
accident virtually sheared off the top 
of the car in which he was riding 

At approximately 9 p.m. on Wednes- 
day, August 23, a car carrying special 
police officer Dan Dalton and his com- 
panion, Louis R. Gauthier of Lynn, 
struck a trailer truck body parked 
along the side of Burlington Avenue 
near the Burlington town line. 

According to police the late model 
Oldsmobile Toronado was traveling 
west along Burlington Avenue when it 
veered off the road out of control. It 
passed beneath the front portion of the 
truck body, hit some trees and went 
a small embankment before

Dalton was rushed to Choate

ficer less than a year ago. Dalton is a 
resident of Kelly Road

Cinema 
proposed 


A Wilmington businessman has ex- 
pressed an interest in building a 
cinema on Bridge Lane, Selectman 
Rocco DePasqiuale said recently 

According to DePasquale, he was 
approached by Ben Ristuccia, owner 
of Wilmington Ford, about the 
possibility of rezoning a parcel of land 
he owns on Bridge Lane between the 
Exxon gas station and Kingdom Hall 
The parcel contains approximately 
two acres of land. 

Ristuccia said he would build a 
cinema on the property if zoning there 
could be changed from residential to 
general business. 

Last March, Ristuccia had 
attempted to have the parcel rezoned 
to allow construction of an office 
building there, but citizens of the town 
denied the petition 

In the light of recurring interest in 
the town’s lack of recreational 
facilities for its youth, however, he 
has changed his proposal 

DePasquale said he talked with 
several of the abutters in the area and 
uncovered no objections to the pro- 
ject 

In fact, DePasquale said, elders of 
Kingdom Hall held a meeting to dis- 
cuss the possibility of a cinema and 
have decided that increased activity 
in the area will cut down on the 
amount of vandalism now sustained 
along the dead-end street 

No action can be taken, however, 
without Town Meeting approval. 

DePasquale told selectmen at their 
most recent meeting that Ristuccia 
has indicated he wjll take steps 
necessary to bring the proposal to the 
Town Meeting floor 


Computer has no operator

Nearly a year after the $42,500 
purchase of an in-house computer, the 
Wilmington School Department is still 
having to de-bug its data processing 
plans. 

At last week's School Committee 
meeting, Superintendent of Schools 
Walter Pierce announced the resigna- 
tion of Dr. William Spencer, the 
School Department's data processing 


‘director. 


Spencer, hired only last February. 
is the second data processing director 
to resign in less than nine months. He 
has accepted a similar position with 
an affiliate of the Lexington Public 
Schools and cited his wish to return to 
Lexington as the primary reason for 
his resignation 

Last December the previous direc- 
tor, Ed Sousa, also resigned to accept 
another position, this one with private 
industry. At the time, questions were 
raised as to whether his departure 
was due to alleged discrepancies in 
pay raises. Sousa, himself, said 
however, that although his new posi- 
tion would being a substantial in- 
crease in salary his decision was bas: 
ed not on financial reasons, but on the 
challenge of ‘‘a whole new career.” 

Over the course of the summer, 
other problems have also arisen to 
confront the beleagured school ad- 
ministrators. In June, Pierce an- 
nounced that) TimeShare, Inc., the 
firm hired to write programs for the 
school computer, was withdrawing 
from the area of student records and 


would be unable to complete its con- 
tract with Wilmington. As a result 
the School Committee was forced to 
have the fall scheduling of classes 
done by Westinghouse, the firm which 
previously handled all of the School 
Department's data processing needs, 
at a cost of $3,184 

TimeShare, however, agreed to re- 
fund the $5,600 paid by the town for 
the first of a three-year contract 
which included report cards, schedul- 
ing and attendance. TimeShare also 
agreed to complete report cards and 
attendance records for the first year 

In July, the School Committee ap- 
proved, on Spencer's recommenda- 
tion, purchases totalling $13,510 to up- 
grade the computer and prepare it to 
eventually handle financial accoun- 
ting and Chapter 766 bookkeeping as 
well as the three functions presently 
planned: report cards, attendance and 
scheduling. At that time, school ad: 
ministrators projected the data 
processing budget for fiscal 1979 of 
$41,910. This included the director's 
salary 

Previously the School Department 
had been paying $18,000 a year to 
Westinghouse for three functions 
scheduling, réport cards and atten- 
dance. 

At the August 23 meeting, Pierce 
asked the School Committee's permis- 
sion to initially post the director's 
position within the school system on- 
ly 

I think we would be far more 
successful in training our personnef,"” 


said Pierce. He suggested that poten- 
tial candidates now working in the 
area of mathematics might already 
have some training in data process- 
ing, but might need further training to 
enable them to accept responsibility 
for the entire data processing func- 
tion. 

“We might have to send them to 
school,” he said. 

Although It is likely that someone 
already working in the system would 
have more motivation to stay, the 
training Pierce alluded to could very 
well represent just another cost to 
taxpayers in a program that has done 
nothing but escalate since it was first 
begun. 

School Committee Chairman Lester 
White questioned the wisdom of 
retaining the same salary schedule 
for a less experienced individual 

“You have already trained people,” 
said Committeeman Phil Fenton, 
however. ‘We have been burned 
twice and they have left us.” “I'm 
tired of getting robbed.” 

Although two committee members, 
John Brooks and James Tighe, said 
they were opposed in principal to 
limited postings and did not wish to 
establish a precedent, the motion to 
seek a new data processing director 
from within the system passed un- 
animously. 

Part of the rationale behind the 
purchase of an in-house computer, 
was that it could also be used as a 
teaching tool. According to Pierce, in 
that capacity, it has been performing 
as expected 


No decision on Drinkwater land 


A Boston developer is seeking per- 
mission to build six homes on a parcel 
of North Wilmington land at the junc- 
tion of Routes 93 and 62. 

Residents of the area and some 
town officials, however, are concern- 
ed that the resultant filling-in of the 
wetlands area will cause flooding and 
contamination of the town's nearby 
wellfield and of a private well nearby. 

At a Conversation Commission 
public heating held Monday night, a 
letter from the, Water Commissioners 
was read which explained their op- 
Position to the proposal. 

According to the Commissioners. 
filling the land would increase the 
potential for possible contamination 
of the Brown's Crossing wellfield by 
run-off from both Routes 62 and 93. 

Possible contamination of the 
“most valuable water supply in 


town...must be viewed as a 
catastrophe,"’ said the Com- 
missioners. 


Only if a storm sewer system were 
to be constructed to carry run-off 
away from the wellfield would the 
Commissioners approve of the pro- 


ject 
‘The land in question is owned by 


Philip and Louis Drinkwater of 
Stoneham. It is presently being held 
under option by the developer. 
Michael Bucciero of Map Realty in 
Boston. 

Bucciero also holds options on other 
properties owned by the Drinkwaters, 
including a 45-acre site on Concord 
Street where gravel moving 
operations had taken place until 
recently. The Concord Street site is 
now under appeal to the Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineer- 
ing (DEQE) 

Other attempts have been made in 
recent years to develop the North 
Wilmington property, but as yet none 
have been successful. 

‘The land originally belonged to the 
family ef Hope M. Hathaway who 
lives at 397 Salem Street: The 
Hathaways sold the land to 
Wilmington builder William Butt who, 
in October of 1974, applied for permis- 
sion to build on the property. He was 
granted four building permits and per- 
mits for eight septic systems, 

Butt, however, then sold the land to 
Philip and Louis Drinkwater. Their 
attempt to develop the land was 
stymied by a 1975 Conservation Com- 


mission ruling. The Drinkwaters had 
planned to build nine homes on the 
property 

Nietsche said that Map Realty 
intends to build only six homes. 


Several of the area's residents were 
present at the hearing. John Tendyke 
who lives on the corner of Woburn 
Street and Marie Drive said he was 
concerned about ‘‘a terrific water 
problem." ‘‘During rainstorms and 
winter months,” he said, ‘The town 
has to come down and open up the 
area into the swamp so the water can 
drain off the streets. 

Nietsche conceded that there was 
indeed a low point at Marie Drive, but 
said that his proposal provided that 
water be allowed to drain from that 
spot into water storage areas across 
the street. 

Mary T. Hartnett, who owns a farm 
on Woburn Street, expressed her con- 
cern about contamination of her 
family's water supply, a private well 
located in a field adjoining the 
Drinkwater property. 

The Commission decided to con- 
tinue the hearing until September 21 
and requested that Map Realty 


provide before that time information 
on the Hartnett well, on possible im- 
pact on property across Woburn 
Street from the proposed: develop- 
ment and on calculations for any 
access roads which might be re- 
quested.

Youngsters work up fundamental sweat

It must be 90 degrees in the gym and 
not one player has his shirt off. The 
emphasis is on defense and a coach 
who looks more like a player is 
leading some pint-sized basketball 
prospects through a drill designed to 
improve defensive quickness. 

His name is Don Doucette and he is 
Wilmington High School's new basket- 
ball coach. He comes to the job hav- 
ing played on some excellent Boston 
State teams as coach Jim Loscutoff's 
defensive ace in the hole. 

He was on hand recently with WHS 
Athletic Director James Martin, 
Columbia University coach Buddy 
Maher and Fitchburg State College 
mentor Jim Todd 

Their mission was a two session 
clinic - inside - in the heat of an 
August afternoon. It all was designed 
to introduce the fundamentals of 
basketball to the Wilmington 
youngsters and to get Doucette - a 
Melrose resident and a physical 
education instructor in the North 
Reading school system, involved im- 
mediately in the task of building some 
sort of basketball. tradition in 
Wilmington 

Forty-four youngsters attended the 
morning session at the West 
Intermediate School and while the 
afternoon turnout at the West 
Intermediate. gym was thinner there 
was progfess made in putting the 
players through the sometimes boring 
dribbling and defensive drills that are 
the basis for a basketball winner. 

It might seem a bit early to be talk- 
ing basketball the time is now for any 
basketball team that hopes to make 
any progress come December 1 

There were those who were unhap- 
Py about the choice of Doucette as 
head coach because he does not teach 
in the Wilmington system and because 
he is not from this area. That 
she-ldn’t be the main concern of those 


basketball break into Wilmington's 
select group that for years has includ- 
ed football and hockey. 

Summer work, some fundamentals 
and tough defense are ‘all that are 
needed to build a basketball founda- 
tion in this town. It sounds simple but 
there is more to this game than 
shooting a ball and from what little 
I've seen of Doucette he realizes this. 

He would also like to stage a weekly 
clinic with the Wilmington Recreation 
Basketball program and this would be 
a big boost both to the Rec players and 
the high school teams of the future. It 
can'@hurt to have some fundamentals 
shared by Doucette in the Rec 
program. Six years ago in Tewksbury 
the recreation basketball program 
and then TMHS coach Tony Romano

three Eastern Mass. Tourneys- one 
year cracking the semifinals where 
they lost to Lexington High. That ef- 
fort also benefited the rec players as 
they learned enough so that fouls 
weren't slowing down the game and 
everyone was getting his chance to 
contribute to the offense.

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Open campus tightens up at Wilmington High School

High School Principal George 
Eisenberg was one step ahead of the 
School Committee last week. 

When Committeeman Phil Fenton 

“~ proposed -ehange-of- policy which 
would prohibit any student failing one 
or more subjects from taking part in 
the independent study (open campus) 
program, Eisenberg announced that 
the high school had already taken 
steps along that line 

Based on faculty recommendation, 
he said, any student who has failed 
two or more subjects last semester 
will not be allowed independent study 
time this fall. As a result, ap- 
proximately 200 upperclassmen will 
be compelled to participate in 
regularly scheduled study halls. 

“The problem will be in housing 
these students,” he said. “If by 
chance there is a cluster of them at a 
particular time, those youngsters who 
are denied independent study will 
have to go into the auditorium." 

According to Eisenberg 197 retur- 
ning students failed two or more sub- 
jects last year. However, from this 
number must be deducted the number 
of students who made up one or more 
courses in summer school 

Fenton's suggestion went a step 
further by including students who 
have failed only one subject. 


“Our foremost duty is to see that 
our students get an adequate 
education,” he said. “I feel we are 
derelict in our duty if we allow 
students outside who are flunking.”” 

Fenton said he would like to see the 
same criteria applfed~to-junior- high. 
school activities as well. He admitted 
that he would have preferred to 
recommend students maintain an 80 
per cent average in all subjects before 
being allowed independent study time, 
but did not do so because he did not 
believe it a feasible suggestion at this 
time 

Independent study time, said Fen: 
ton, is a privilege and not a right 

Because a policy change must be 
submitted in writing before it can be 
considered by the School Committee, 
no action was taken on Fenton's 
recommendation. Fenton said 
however, that he would submit a 
written proposal before the next 
regularly scheduled School Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Committee Chairman Lester White 
suggested that figures should also be 
prepared for that meeting which 
would give the School Committee an 
idea how many students would be in- 
volved 

Fenton also stressed the need for in- 
ceréased discipline both in the 
classroom and on the school bus. He 


related one schoo! bus incident which 
occurred last spring in which he had 
an opportunity to become directly in- 
volved 

“One young lady's shoe was placed 
in a mailbox,” said Fenton, a U.S 
Postal Service employee. "I picked it 
up and delivered it to-her-the next 
day.” 

Committee member Linda 
McMenimen concurred with Fenton 
on the need for more discipline in the 
schools. By making it a priority last 
year, the Board kind of got the ball 
started, she said. “But we are not 
where we should be in some of the 
schools," she added 

“The biggest complaint I hear from 
parents is there is not enough dis- 
cipline,”” she said. “Cliques are 
allowed to control and pick on other 


kids 

McMenimen suggested that the 
School Committee reiterate its wish 
for stronger discipline in the schools 
to the teachers. 

Superintendent of Schools Walter 
Pierce promised that the issue would 
be discussed in principals’ meetings 
this month. “Frankly, T think they 
will all be pleased to know the Board 
stands behind them,” he sajd.

Committee members also voted in 
favor of a request by recently ap- 
pointed Athletic Director, James 
Martin, to broaden the scope of the 
position of faculty athletic program 
manager and to increase its accom- 
panying salary proportionately.

Assistant-Superintendent of Schools 
Derek Little, admission is charged for 
only two high school sports, football 
and basketball and arrangements for 
the printing of tickets and the hiring 
of special policemen were the major 
duties of the program manager. 

At Martin's recommendation. 
however;"the Committee voted last 
week to increase the duties assigned 
to the program manager to include 
clerical work, scheduling of buses, in- 
ventory and responsibility for equip- 
ment. 

Many of these are duties which had 
been performed by the previous 
Athletic Director, Larry Cushing 

Little said, however, that relieving 
the new athletic director of these 
tasks, would free him to spend more 
time coordinating physical education 
programs 

The position of program manager 
will be a 10-month position. It will 
report directly to the athletic direc- 
tor. The salary attached to it will be 
figured on a ratio which, according to 
Committeeman John Brooks, is 
higher than any other part-time 
athletic position except that of head 
football coach. 

Committee Chairman Lester White 
questioned whether some of the staff 
who accept athletic positions allow 
them to take precedence when con- 
fronted with a situation of students 
needing help after school hours. 

It has happened that, on the night a 
coach has extra duties, students 
needing help are told ‘'see me during 
school hours,” White said 

“If they are not doing their job, they 
should be removed from the coaching 
position,” said White, "class and 
scholastics have to come first."’ 

Brooks took issue with the salary 
projection for program manager, say- 
ing the Committee has the right to es- 
tablish the first year’s salary while 
subsequent years become negotiable. 

The motion to re-define the duties of 


the program manager as recommend- 

ed by the athletic director passed, 

however, with no dissenters. 
Insurance 

Also at the meeting a two-year con- 
tract was awarded to Lester Burdock 
Insurance Company to provide school 
insurance at an individual student 
cost of $3.50. 

The charge for fodtball players will 
be $20 per student, However, asin the 
past, this cost will be borne by the 
Schoo! Department, and not by the 
players themselves, a fact which 
resulted in a lively discussion among 
members of the Board. 

McMenimen charged that to 
provide insurance coverage for some 
athletes and -not others was disr- 
ciminatory. 

“Every school in the country does 
this," said Little. 

“That doesn't make it right,”’ 
countered White. He questioned why 
football players weren't charged at 
least $3.50 to being them in line with 
other athletes. 

Little said, however, that it was 
quite possible that some of the foot- 
ball players would pay $3.50 to buy 
School insurance for other reasons 
anyway 

Brooks pointed out that football in- 
surance was mainly for the protection 
of the school system. "We are respon- 
sible for them,” he said. 

"We just voted the two-year con- 
tract,” said Pierce. 

“But we didn't know we paid for it,”” 
responded McMenimen. She moved 
that the Board reconsider the in- 
surance coverage. Committeeman 
James Tighe seconded her motion 

If the motion carries, it means “no 
school children are covered,” offered 
Committeeman James Demos. 

“It also. means no football bus 
leaves Sunday” (for football camp), 
interjected Pierce. 

‘The motion lost on a four to one 
vote.
